The Valencia-Madrid socialist gov¬ 
ernment, which appealed to the 
league after recognition of Spanish 
Fascists by Italy and Germany, got 
the satisfaction of the council justi¬ 
fying its action. While avoiding 
mention of Germany and Italy, the 
resolution declares the present situa¬ 
tion threatens international peace 
and endorses the Franco-Brit'sh 
mediation proposal to the European 
neutrality committee at London. 

The resolution urges the committee 
to make efforts “as stringent as pos¬ 
sible and to take appropriate meas¬ 
ures to insure forthwith that fulfil¬ 
ment of said undertakings is effec¬ 
tively supervised.” 

And as the league agreed to seek 
Isolation of the Spanish war, a new 
trouble arose—serious dispute be¬ 
tween Turkey and France over Tur- 
kish-Syrian border clashes. i 

Correspondence between the Tur-' 
kish and French governments was 
published at the instigation of Tur-' 
key. 

The immediate cause of dispute 
was a reported attack upon the 
deputy of Alexandretta by Turkish Aldf 
manifestants. Syria, under French 
mandate, has been promised inde¬ 
pendence in 1939, but the nation’s 
affairs still are of direct concern to 
the French government.

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NOTES AND COMMENTS 


JUST nine and a half years ago the 
editor came to Coleman, therefore 
this will make the tenth Christmas 
season we, with our family, have spent 
here. The time has passed very 
quickly, much more so than antici¬ 
pated when we took over this paper. 
Despite the ups and downs common 
to everyone’s experience during the 
time we have lived here, it has serv¬ 
ed to increase our liking for the 
mountains and the people among 
whom we dwell. 

THE LOT of a mining community 
is different in many ways to that of 
. an agricultural community, though 
both are liable to the hazards of good 
and bad times, as we are prone to 
call them. The farmer has weather 
hazards, such as drought, hail, early 
frost and other setbacks to contend 
with, and the prices of his products 
are set by others than himself. The 
miner has the handicap of short time 
employment quite frequently, and the 
hazards peculiar to his work. 

BUT WHAT has this to do with 
Christmas?—some will ask. Simply 
this—that no matter what our occu¬ 
pation may be, we can lay aside the 
cares of everyday life at Christmas 
and allow ourselves a little freedom 
to enjoy the spirit of peace and good¬ 
will.

seized on the opportunity to promote 
the propaganda of the various causes 
they espouse.

who is his plain imperial self who 
wins a lasting place in human re¬ 
gard.” 

BISHOP LLOYD, now living retired 
in Victoria, B.C., recently sent circu¬ 
lar letters to the Press. He is alarm¬ 
ed over the increase in foreign-born 
population in Canada, and urges 
further restriction of immigration.

honest, even though they say I am. 

I have no intention of confiscating 
repudiating anything that is 
held firm and fast. I want to be 
a respectable citizen of the Domin- 
n of Canada.” 

Just contrast that with the fol¬ 
lowing letter, and the true picture 
will be sensed as to Mr. Aberhart’s 
statement on repudiation and con¬ 
fiscation : 

December 8, 1936 
Dear Mr. Editor: 

I have been reading some of 
Mr. Aberhart’s speeches, that he 
has been making in Alberta. He 
seems so enthusiastic about the 
good effects of his government’s 
legislation that it occurs to me 
perhaps he does not know about 
the bad effects it is having right 
own province. But there 
are a great many people in Al¬ 
berta who do know about these 
bad effects. They know because 
they are the ones who are suffer- 
K- 

A women whom I happen to know 
-a widow in Alberta—invested 
the few thousand dollars, left by 
her husband at his death some four 
years ago, in Alberta 6% bonds. 

As she had a young family to 
support, and no other means by 
which she cuold support them, she 
depended on the interest and per¬ 
iodic sales of the bonds to keep her 
going until the two oldest children 
should be able to contribute to the 
family’s support. In September, 
1935, she realized $902 from the 
sale of one bond, par value $1,000. 
Shortly she will have to dispose of 
the remaining $2,000 at probably 
less than one-half of the purchase 
price. 

There are doubtless very many 
cases like this in Alberta today. 
People with a little money saved 
up in bonds of their own province 
find the income on those bonds cut 
in half and the value of the bonds 
therefore much depreciated. 

It is the same thing all over the 
country, too. Careful investors 
have put their money into govern¬ 
ment bonds because those seemed 
to be most secure. And careful in¬ 
vestors always include many 
people of small savings who have 
to be careful because they cannot 
earn more money. Perhaps Mr. 
Aberhart, in his chase after the 
pot of gold at the end of the econ¬ 
omic rainbow, does not care how 
much the small people in the other 
eight provinces of the Dominion 
may suffer from his legislation 
but one would think he would give 
some thought to the people in his 
own province.

Have Plenty Of Provisions 


Trader States Posts Along Arctic 
Coast Are Well Stocked 
Persons living in trading posts 
strung along the Arctic coast have 
ample provisions to last another 
year “by the grace of God and the 
east wind,” according to R. H. G. 
Bonny castle, manager of the western 
Arctic district for the Hudson’s Bay 1 
Company. 

The chief trader, who has ended 
seven-year term in charge of fur buy- 1 
ing and other duties in the hinter¬ 
land, reached Edmonton by aeroplane | 
and told how fickle winds changed 
just in time for supply boats to 
break through to their destinations 
and prevent serious situations at the 
posts through shortage of food. 

Thirteen boats were held up until] 
the middle of September at Baillle 
Island, about 150 miles east of the 
mouth of the Mackenzie River, be¬ 
cause west winds blew floes of ice 
from all along the Alaskan coast, 
Mr. Bonnycastle said. The ice piled 
up the channels leading to Corona¬ 
tion Gulf and their destinations. The 
boats were en route east from the 
mouth of the Mackenzie. 

“But we finally got a break and 
got through,” he added. “This was 
an almost unprecedented year for ice 
but, by the grace of God and the 
east wind, we finally made it.” An 
east wind sprung up and after blow¬ 
ing three or four days opened up 
channels for three Hudson’s Bay 
Company boats—Margaret A.; Fort 
James and Audry B.—to get through.

Germany Rationing All Fats Under 
Four-Year Plan 

Workers’ wants must take pre¬ 
cedence over bourgeois stomachs, ac- ] 
cording to a decree issued rationing 
fats under the Reich’s four-year plan 
for economic rehabilitation. 

“The consumption of fat by the 
German people is at present 
siderably larger than in pre-war 
times,” the decree said. "Therefore 
it is essential that German, hard¬ 
working labdring people, standing in 
the forefront of the four-year plan, 
should be the first to receive neces¬ 
sary amounts of fats." 

Under the decree, retail dealers 
must supply lists of their customers 
to the government frqm which it will 
be decided how many persons in each 
household should be served fats. 

The government will then appor¬ 
tion available butter, margerine and 
lard. 

Buying Canadian Stocks 

The London Evening Standard 
said that during the past few months 
Investment trusts and insurance com¬ 
panies haye been buying large lines 
of Canadian stocks. The oldest es¬ 
tablished Scottish companies, with 
reputation for caution, are realizing 
on high-priced British industrial 
stocks and reinvesting In Canadian 
securities, the paper said.

The first step in the operation w 
to make an incision from the spot 
the head where the ear is to be 
grafted to the region of the collar- 
Done in such a fashion as to form 
flap. 

An attempt will be made to keep 
this flap alive until the skin begins 
to grow, when the ear to be used will 
be inserted in the flap. It will be 
kept in the Incision until the skin 
grown over the cartilage and] 
both ear and flap have formed a liv¬ 
ing organism. 

Then the ear will be grafted into 
the proper place at the side of the! 

L and sutured to the cartilage 
there. It will draw sustenance 
through the collarbone flap until it] 
has grown into place over the ear 
orifice, and when it is firmly attach¬ 
ed in its proper place the flap will be j 
removed and traces of the operation 
eliminated.

THE SUPREME GIFT OF LOVE 

Golden text: Glory to God in thp 
highest, And on earth peace among 
men in whom he is well pleased. 
Luke 2:14. 

Lesson: I. John 4:7-19. 

Devotional Reading: John 15:12-17. 

Explanations And Comments 
Love the Proof of Sonship, verses 

7, 8. “Beloved,” wrote John, the be¬ 
loved disciple, “let us love one an¬ 
other: for love is of God; and every 
one that loveth is begotten of God, 
and knoweth God.” Love is not an 
attribute of God, but his very Being, 
and since love proceeds from God, 
we who are his sons must prove our 
sonship by our love. He that loveth 
not, knoweth not God; for God 
love: this negative counterpart of 
verse seven emphasizes the thought 
that “Love is the lens through which 
one discerns the secret things of 
God.” 

Tlie Supreme Gift of Love, verses 
9, 10. The Incarnation is the mani¬ 
festation of God’s love. For God sc 
loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth on him should not perish, but 
have eternal life, Jn. 3:16. 

Love the Proof of God’s Spirit In 
Us, verses 12-16. God’s presence can¬ 
not be seen, but it can be appreciated 
by its results: when love is seen in 
man, it proves the presence of God’s 
Spirit within him. God’s love is com¬ 
pleted in us: his abiding in us is the 
most complete expression of his love. 
Through the Spirit which God has 
given us, we have the consciousness 
of actual fellowship with us. Moffatt 
translates the last clause of verse 13 
as “He has given us a share in his 
own Spirit.” 

The Warrant for Love, verse 19. 
We love, because he first loved us. j 
The King James’ Version reads, “We 
love him, because he first loved us.” 
The Revision gives us a still more 
precious truth—that we love at all 
is due to the primary activity of a 
divine love upon us.

Ignorant About Canada 

Pupils In United States Know Little 
Regarding Dominion 

Amusing examples of misconcep- 
ons with regard to Canada among 
United States high school students, 
as revealed in answers to a ques¬ 
tionnaire circulated by an American 
professor, entertained about 200 
teachers gathered at Ottawa. Robert 
J. C. Stead of the Department of Im¬ 
migration and Colonization was the 
speaker. 

Following were some of the ex¬ 
amples he quoted as given in replies 
by high school students to the ques¬ 
tionnaire about Canada: 

“I know practically nothing about 
Canada, except that most of the peo¬ 
ple live in old villages and are not 
very rich.” 

"I am terribly ignorant in regard 
to Canada, and all I think of is fish, 
snow, cold and ice.” 

"Canada would be all right for fish¬ 
ing, but I don’t fish.” 

“Most Canadians trap for a liv¬ 
ing.” 

"My impression of Canada is a lot 
of land going to waste. There are 
many forests, rivers, mountains, etc., 
interspersed here and there with an 
Inhabitant." 

"Indians make up a large part of 
the population.” 

“There isn't anything in Canada 
to interest Americans, but their 
liquor.” 

“This is the first time I have really 
thought about the Dominion of Can¬ 
ada. They are so close together there 
ought to be something in school 
about it.” 

Mr. Stead jocularly remarked that 
he thought one answer given might 
be regarded as “100 per cent, cor¬ 
rect.” It was: 

"Canada is a country that has not 
reached the type of civilization that 
it should have.” 

‘On the whole, Canadians know 
much more about the United States 
than Americans know about Can¬ 
ada," declared Mr. Stead. In propor¬ 
tion to population, Canadians travel 
about three times as much in the 
United States as Americans travel in 
Canada.

There Is now, for the first time, a 
Chinese who is entitled to practice 
law in New York. Thomas H. Lee, 
who is American-born, has been ad¬ 
mitted to legal circles by the Appel¬ 
late Division, but the only occasions 
which he will require to render 
service will be when some of his 
compatriots run afoul of American 1 
law.

Automobile Accident* 


Three Provinces In Cane 

Lower Death Rate Than Any 
Of Hie United State* 

The National Safety Council said] 
monthly reports from three of Can-' 
ada's provinces showed each with a 
lower automobile traffic 
death rate than any of the United 
States. 

British Columbia, for the first 10] 
months of the year, reported 76 of 
her motorists and pedestrians had 
been killed in traffic accidents, three 
more than the total for the corre¬ 
sponding period of 1935. Her death 
rate per 100,000 of population was 
13.0 for this period, slightly lower 
than the 13d rate reported by Rhode 
Island, which had the lowest rate] 
among the United States. 

Manitoba and Ontario, with reports 
for only nine and eight months re- j 
spectlvely, also had death rates lower 
than Rhode Island’s 6.2 for the 
former and 12.8 for the latter. Aug-i 
ust reports from Ontario, however, 
indicated a growing traffic problem 
reflected by 304 traffic accident 
deaths for the eight-month period 
against 291 for the correspondeing 
portion of 1935. 

Vancouver, the only major city In 
the Dominion with reports up to date 
for 10 months, listed 21 accident 
fatalities, a reduction of seven below 
its figure on the same date in 1935. 
The council said Vancouver's death 
rate, 10.2, would place it seventh 
among American cities in the same 
population group which had Provi¬ 
dence, R.I., at the top with a rate of

The Wassail Bowl 


WHAT WENT INTO THE MUCH 
MENTIONED FESTIVE FLUID? 


FROM PEACOCK TO TURKEY IS INTERESTING STORY 
OF CHRISTMAS FARE 


I T IS only in moderately recent years 
that the turkey has become associated 
with the festive Christmas table. A 
couple of generations ago the goose was 
the Christmas dish and, in fact, remains 
so in many countries. 

There was a time when pea fowl were 
dedicated to festival occasions. Those 


tablishments have been set up, and geese 
farms are general. Geese girls driving 
their flocks of geese to the pastures and 
water are common countryside sights, 
both in Germany and in Hungary, as 
well as in other parts of Europe. 

In Germany and France, though not 
to the same extent in Hungary, the popu- 


The turkey was originally a native of 
the American Continent. The Mexicans! 
had the birds domesticated centuries ago. 
When Cortez first visited the capital of 
Mexico he found that “no less than 500 
turkeys, the cheapest meat in Mexico, 
were allowed for the feeding of the vul¬ 
tures and eagles kept in the royal aviaries." 
Introduced to Spain, the turkey spread 
throughout Europe, but in these countries 
was still rare in the middle of the sixteenth 
century. It is recorded that "Archbishop 
Crammer prohibited the appearance at 
state festivals of more than one dish of 
turkey cocks; female was too precious to 
be cooked at that period. Fourteen years 
later two turkeys and two turTcev poults 
were served at a grand law dinner. Twenty 
I years afterwards the turkey' became a 
[ Christmas dish with the farmer." 


I T WILL be two hours good before you 
teethe bottom of the bowl through the 
deep rich color of the wassail."

It was already established in j 
Europe before man came along, and with j 
the possible-exception of the common hen, 
was probably the first bird domesticated. 
Four thousand yeiars ago it was regarded | 
as a sacred bird in Egypt, though in so j 
far as that may 'translate into tribute it 
must be discounted by the fact that the 
Egyptians nearly made it a habit to j 
multiply their stock by sacred birds in j 
species. There are references to geese in 
some of the Sanskrit w'ritmgs, and in the 
tombs of Luxor figures of geese are in¬ 
cluded among the decorations. The Ro¬ 
mans considered goose liver a great de¬ 
licacy, and enormous numbers of the 
birds were placed in pens and forcibly 
fattened by cramming. It was probably 
some of" these geese whose loud alarm 
saved the Roman capital from the attack 
of the Gauls in the fourth century, B.C. 
In Pliny’s time geese were driven across 
Europe in flocks from France and Belgium 
into Italy. And Pliny adds "Mossalinus 
Cotta, the soqof Messala, the orator, dis¬ 
covered the method of cooking the webs 
of the goose’s feet, and fricasseeing them 
in small dishes along with cocks’ combs." 

The Celts are reputed to nave the larg 
est responsibility for popularizing the. 
goose; from them the Romans learned 
the art of filling cushions and mattresses 
with the feathers to make luxurious 
couches.
